THE LIKIN PROBLEM. 


(Daily Press, August 4th.) 

Tt was always hoped that one of the most 
in‘portant reaults of the introduction of rail- 
wavs into Chinn would be an improvement in 
the means of levying the Ikin dues upon 
merchandise in transit through the Chinese 
Empire; but from the facta to which 
at'ention has been called in more directions 
than one there appears reason to fear that 
thesa hopes will be disappointed. In one 
wav or another the Ikin femners fin? 
mans of obtaining taxes out of goods 
which are taken by rail, and they spare no 
pains either fo divert goods from the new 
channels of communication, or at all events 
to come down upon the owners for what 
thev claim as their dues. Attention was 
prominently enlled to this matter in connec- 
tion with the Shanghai-Nanking Railway, 
and there can be little doubt that this is a 
tynical illustration of what is likely to take 
place in other directions, unless the Central 
i epedataiy cin come to some reasonable 
uhderstanding with the Provincial Authori- 
ties upon the subject. If thera is no early 
prospect of tha total abolition of likin as 
promised in the Mackay Treaty, it is to be

A system of transit dues, if properly con- 
ve ducted, is not in itself open to objection, and 
it may indeed form a perfectly legitimate 
and valuable source of revenue. From its 
nature, however, such & form of taxation is 
open to serious abuse unless it is carefully 
supervised by those in authority, and kept 
strictly under their control. Unfortunately 
in China, precisely the opposite principle is 
adopted; and the system of farming such 
taxes which is reeorted to opens the door to 
a variety of abuses, which need not. neces- 
sarily attach to the levy of transit dues, if 
only they are under proper control. It has 
always been so fully recognised that trausit 
dues should form part of the Provincial 
revenues that it must he a difficult thing 
for the Central Authorities at Peking to 
interfere ,in such a matter, The answer 
of any Provincial Authority whose revenue 
may be in this way threatened is 
naturally that if he is interfered with in 
collecting his own taxes he cannot be ex- 
pected to preserve order in his district - and 
this ig an argument which will alwais have 
very great weight with the Peking officials, 
who are most anxious to throw upon the 
Provincial Authorities the re-ponsibility of 
muintaining the peace and quiet of the 
Provinces immediately under their control. 
It cannot, therefore, be ignored that even 
to reform the kin system—not to men- 
tion its ‘total abolition—a system which 
is of immemorial standing in Ch'na, 
is no easy task—and certainly before rail- 
WAYS were introduced it seemed to moat 
people who had occasion to give any atten- 
tion to the subject, an impossible one. At 
the same time it cannot be overlooked that, 
at least for some time after the conclusion 
of the Treaty of Ticntsin (which provided 
that Transit Dues on foreign imports should 
be commuted for in full by a payment of 
half tho tariff import dues), the likin dues 
were to this extent done away with. Later, 
no doubt, means were found by Chinese 
ingenuity of practically re-imposing them, 
and very much less advantage was gaine! by 
the arrangement for commutation than had 
been expected. But what was bond fide 
done for at least a short time is sufficient 
to show that, even under the old conditious 
—that is, tefore railways were thought of in 
China—the Central Authoritics were strong 
enough to control the Provinciai officials in 
this matter, it only the Peking officials chose 
to exert their power. This fact certainly 
encourages the idea that if the matter were 
seriously taken in hand by the Central 
Government a means of adjusting it 
to the satisfaction bith of the Capital 
and of the Provinces could be arrived 
at. What would seem to be wanted, if 
abolition is imposible, is that the 


whole likin syatem should be placed under 


direct Central control, and that an arrange- 
ment should be made us to the proportion 
of the dues which should go to the Ceutral 
and the Provincial Governments respec- 
tively. Such a scheme would not be beyond 


the powers of the Chinese, if once it were 
taken seriously in hand, and the change in 
the means of inter-communication now being 
effected by means of railways would greatly 
facilitate a task which might well seem

CHINA OVERLAND TRADE REPORT. 


THE TRADE OF HONGKONG. 
(Daily Press, August 5th.) 

Hongkong being a free port, no reliable 
statistics can be furnished regarding the 
value of the trade of the port, nor is it 
possible to furnish reliable information of 
the tonnage of imports and exports. The 
Harbour Master, in his annual reports, 
does his best to supply the latter informa- 
tion, but he plainly states at the outset 
that “there are no reliable statistics of either 
imports or exports except as regards certain 
items of cargo dealt with in the Colony, of 
which either from their nature and the 


circumstances under which they. are 
in.ported, or from the fact ~ that 
they are required by law to be 


specially reported, substantially accurate 
returns can be given.’ The Harbour 
Master calculates that imports during. 
the year 1908 showed a decrease in tonvage 
of 44 per cent, as compared with the figures 
for 1907; the exports a decrease of 10.7 
per cent. while transit cargo -declined. 0.7 
per cent. With these figures in mind it 
struck us as noteworthy, when glancing 
through the Abstract of Statistics just 
published by the Chinese [mperial Maritime 
Customs, to find that in 1998 the «total 
vilué of thestrade between Hongkong and 
China had only been exceeded once in the 
just eight vears, namely, in 1907, when the 
total trade was nearly 253 million Haikwan 
tacls, while last year if was‘ roughly ten 
million taels less, and was still wore than ten 
million taels in excess of the highest figures 
for any previous year hack to 1901. The 
value of imports from Hongkong into China 
is returned at Tis. 150,252,300, and 
the exports from China to Hongkong at 
Tis, 92,107,963—giving a total of Tis. 
242,360,263, or, roughly, ahout £30,000,000 
sterling. We are able to make a com. 
parison with the direct. foreign trade 
of Shanghai by consulting another table 
in this facicule of the Customs Reports. 
We find the value of the direct foreign 
trade of Shanghai in 1908 was just 
upon 303 million taels, or sixty-one millions 
in excess of the value of Hongkong’s trade 
with China. We note also that the return 
for Shanghai showed a decline of about 
twenty-one million taels compared with 
the figures for 1907. But whether 
Shanghai is really «a higger emporium 
of trade than Hongkong caunot be de. 
termined by the figures we have quoted 


hesides China, and we have to bear this in 
mind in forming an approximate idea of 
the value of the trade of the part.

remarks were published at the time, but’ 
they scarcely seem to have attracted the 
attention which they deserve. After speak- 
ing of the question of Asiatic Immigration, 
which’ was naturally that upon which the 
Cauadiana were most desirous to hear his 
views, he expressed his opinion that so far 
as immigration from the East was concerned 
the wiser counsels of conciliation and 
moderation which have of late prevailed 
would be ‘sufficient to overcome difficulties 
in this direction; but he went on to say 
that the real peril which has to be faced, in 
the present day, was not in the possible 
mouvement of labour from Asia, but “the 


only from America, but from Europe also, 
to Asia, once the iudustrial possibilities of 
that continent became better known, and a 
yreater degree of stability and security of 
investment was afforded.”

As Mr. Coustanp, the Secret- 
ary to the Hongkong branch of the China 
Association, has puint- out, ‘ Japan- 
ese goods, principally of a low class, besides 
cutting into the trade of similar British and 
Indian productions, ure also taking the place 
of cloths formerly manufacsured from 
Bombay yarn, so that our trade is affected 
in more ways than one.” It can hardly be 
doubt'd, indeed, by anyone who takes an 
unbiased view of whut is going on in the 
East, that the time may come when both 
Great Britain and America will ficd it 
increasingly difficult to hold their own as 
wianufacturing countries against China, 
which has hitherto been one of the chief 
customers for Manchester and Awerican 
goods. Both Japan and China possess one 
invaluable asset, cheap labour, whose 
advent to other countries is so stoutly 
resisted. It is not aurprising that Mr.

BAKEHOUSE BYELAWS. 


The Head oF THE SANITARY DEPARTMENT 
submitted a minute relative to an amendment 
of regulation No. 10 of the Bakehouse Byelaws. 

Mr. Hoorer proposed the adoption of this 
amendment, which wax seconded by the Presi- 
dent. 

Tho MepicaL Orricer or HEALTH said the 
decision to allow two men to sleep ina bake- 
house was only arrived at by the casting vote 
of the Chairman. There was acertain amount 
of feeling among members of the Board regard- 
ing this question, and generally it was not 
considered desirable that two men shoald sleep 
ia a bakehouse. For his own part he did not 
think it at all desirable, and at home no one 
was allowed to sleep in a bakehouse. The 
idea of Chinese of the coolie class sleeping 
in the room in which the bread we ate at our 
meals was prepared and baked was repuguant 
to our feelings. If any limitatiun was made 
to the byelaw he should prefer to xea 
it made to correspond with the dairy byelaws, 
which prevented anyone frdm sleeping iu a 
dairy. He opposed the resolution and asked 
members to consider the question carefully 
before voting on it With regard to the 
question of eating-houxes, he did not want to 
put difficulties in the way of licences, but he 


thought there might be another way of getting _ 


over the trouble. If people slept on the premises 
at all they slept with the flour and with the 
bread. 

Mr. Hoore thought the last speaker had 
gone outside the question by quoting eating- 
houses. The byelaw referred to bakehouses. 

The MepicaL Orricerk oF HEALTH stated 
that some of the eating houses were licensed as 
bakehouses because they sold bread and biscuits 
to customers who did not consume them on the 
premises. 

The Vick-PresivbentT—Why were two care- 
takers asked for? 

The Presipent—Because one man is appar- 
ently afraid to sleep on the premises. ‘The 
second is wanted for greater security, I suppose. 

The MepicaL OFFICER oF HEALTH moved 
as an amendment that the matter be referred to

by Ordinance 14 of 1908 renders it quite feasible 
to carry out His Excellency’s proposals of :— 

(a) Abolishing the plague inspectors qui such, 
tho duties they now perform to be carried out 
chy District Inspectors. 


(i) Retaining the Districts in the City of | 


Victoria as they are now, viz., ten, and providing 
three Districts for Kowloon. 

(2), These arrangements will depend, how- 
aver, for their efficiency upon :— ; 

(a) The retention of the four scavenging in- 
spectors—three for the City of Victoria and ono 
for Kowloon—referred to in the earlier part of 
His Excelloncy’s minute of the 4th instant, for 
without men for this special work, it would be 
impossible for even the fifteen inspectors 
proposed by the committee (twelve for Victoria 
and three for Kowloon) to efficiently carry out 
all the duties appertaining to their Districts. 

(b) ‘The provision of at least three Inspectors 
to replace vacancies duo to absence or leave, 
sickness, ete., for otherwise either District 


‘anust be left unattended or the scaveyging 


work be neglected. With a staff of over twenty 
men, it is certain that three at least of them 
will always be on leave. 

(3). ‘Che scavenging work will, in my opinion, 
never be properly carried out until it is under- 
taken by the Government directly, instead of 
through a contractor, and I believe that such 
an arrangement would prove more economical 
than the present contract system and would 
probably euablo the staff to be further reduced. 

(4). The scheme I would suggest, therefore, 
would be as follows :--13 District Inspectors ; 
(Victoria Pe. Kowloon 3); 3 cattle depot inspec- 
tors; 1 distnfecting station ; 1 cemeteries ; 4 sca- 
venging inspectors (Victoria 3, Kowloon 1);

A COMPRADORE'S LIABILITIES. 


In the action in which 8. J. David and 
Company were appellants and Chan Ut Chin 
was respondent, Counsel, at the request of the 
Court, attended for the purpose of discussing 
certain points on which their Lordships wished 
to hear further argument. 

Mr. MeNeil, from Shanghai, instructed by 
Mr. Gedge, of Messrs. Johnson, Stokes and 
Master, appeared for the appellants, and Mr. 
Slade and Mr. Alabaster. instructed by Messrs. 
Ewens & Harston, appeured for the respondent. 

Mr. Slade pointed out that the net result 
of such mortgage was that a sum of money 
was owed to the mortgagee, but it was not owed 
to the mortgagee by or from anybody. There 
was no personal liability at all under the deed. 
It was quite correct to speak of the money as 
owing, but it was not owing from anybody. 
What was owed was owed on the security of 
the land. It might be said there was a debt 
owing to the mortgagee, but it was not owing by 
anybody. It was merely a security on the land. 

Mr. McNeill said that with great respect he 
flatly contradicted the assertion that there was 
no liability on anything or anybody except on 
the property. Such assertion was begging the 
question. The whole point was that the 
executors incurred no personal liability. 

The matter was argued at considerable length 


and the Court was adjourned sine die.

Gompertz) sat to hear an action at the instance 
of the Hongkong Milling Company, of which 
Mr. H. Percy Smith is liquidator, against 
Messrs, sAvahelil Karberg & Co., plaintiffs claim- 
ing a sum of $100,000 for damages for alleged 
breach of warranty by the defendants under 
an ‘agreement dated 23rd March, 1907. Sir

The statement of claim set forth that under 
the agreement mentioned the defendants agreed 
to sell and the plaintiffs to buy an ice plant with 
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Co., and had lost the ips which they would 
have made thereby and had suffered other heavy 
damages. The plaintiffs claimed as damages 
the cost of the plant, together with the expenses 
incurred in erecting an ice factory and store, 
less the estimated value of the ice-making plant. 
They also claimed for loss of profits. 
Defendants in their amended statement of 
defence said their attention was not drawn at 
the time the agreement was signed to the 
inclusion in the agreement of any terms 
different to those contained in the written 
correspondence. They signed the agreement 
in the honest mistaken belief that the agreement 
contained in effect no terms other than those 
which were contained in the written correspon- 
dence. There was a duty cast upon the ee 
tiffs to draw the attention of the defendants to 
the fact that the plaintiffs or their solicitors 
had inserted in the agreement a term or terms 
which had not been mentioned during the 
preliminary uegotiations. The plaintiffs were 
estopped by their corduct and breach of the 
duty from setting up or relying on any terms 
not contained in the written correspondence. 
Defendants asserted that the warranty as to the 
clearness and quality of the ice, of which the 
plaintiffs complained, was not included in the 
written correspondence. Defendants declared 
that the plant had not been taken over by the 
servants of the plaintiff company in full working 
order as agreed. As a matter of fact it had not 
been taken over at all by the plaintiff company. 
Alternatively, if, which the defendants denied, 
the plant had been taken over in full working 
order by the plaintiffs no attempt had been made 
by the plaintiffs or their servants between the 
taking over and the date of the writ to manufac- 
ture ice with the plant. The defendants did not 
admit that the ice plant failed to manufacture 
ice of the standard manufactured by the Hong- 
kong Ice Company. They alleged that no 
fair or complete trial had been made of the plant, 
and that owing to the action of the plaintiffs or 
their servants the defendants were not permitted 
to run the plant for a full week as required by 
the agreement, and any inability on the part of 
plaintiffs to perform their contract with Messrs. 
Jardine, Matheson and ( o. was not owing to any 
breach by the defendants of their alleged war- 
ranty, but had been owing to the wrongful 
action of Messrs. Jardine, Matheson and Co. in 
refusiug to accept the ice manufactured by the 
plant. Defendants averred that: such inability 
(if any) had, owing to the fact that the plaintiffs 
had put it out of their power to earn .the 
large profits referred to, by reason of the 
fact that on or about March 18th, 1908,
